Away at the fat west end of the Thames Embankment lies 
the Old Parish Church, Chelsea — a village church left in the 
midst of Greater London. Dear to us for the sacred! memory of 
Sir Thomas More. His day has just passed, and some faithful 
.souls liadi placed flowers on his tonub. His family chapel is on 
the south side of the Chancel, and the two pillars supporting the 
arch separating the Chapel from the Chancel suggest his work 
for State and Church. The capitals are composite Ionic horns 
and acanthus leaves, and said to be the work of Hclbein. The 
one has heads between the horns, possibly meant for Sir Thomas 
More and his two wives, and beneath these a bundle of candles, 
a pail of holy water, and a missal, carried out in rather rough 
plaster work. The other lias cherubs’ heads and sword, mace 
an d sceptre, with other hooks, on one of which is scratched the 
date 1528. His altar tomb is in the chancel; the cornice at the 
top bears bis crest, a Moor’s head, and' at the back is a lengthy
